Japanese Treasure Missing; Hint Scandal

Receipts for Huge 
Wealth Do Not 
'Jibe', Say Japs 
TOKYp — (AP)—A Japa- 


nese parliament committee to- 
day said it has confirmed that 
a large quantity of Japanese 
national treasure is missing 
and that receipts by occupa- 
tion officials foe some of it 
are "extremely unclear and 
figures do not jibe." 


The report said also tha"t much 


of the treasure may have disap- 
peared during World War II while 
the property was still in Japanese 
hands. 


Crown Missing 


"We have confirmed the loss of 


a considerably large quantity of 
precious metals and diamonds, in- 
cluding the Empress 
Nagako's 


crown made of gold and platinum 
and studded with five large dia- 
monds," the committee said. 


The Empress gave the crown to 


the government during the war as 
a patriotic example. 


Most of the treasure was bought 


by the government for war use or 
contributed by citizens. 


The committee said the Central 


Materials Utilization Association 
which ^purchased precious jewels 
and metals of Japan during the 
war-reported it gave, the occupa- 
tion the following: 


"1Q.999.37 carats in diamonds. 
"28,767.4<T^kanv (240,000 pounds 


avoirdupofm .of p.'atinum. 


"15 kilograms (35 pounds) of 


platinum, from the'iiational mint.'; 


• "532.145 kilograms (1,110 pounds)j 
of gold and 226,947.968 kilograms 
(800,000 pounds) of silver. 


Receipts "Unclear" 


"Receipts by the occupation for 


these items are extremely unclear 
and figures do not jibe. The re- 
ceipts are available at the com- 
mittee." 


The committee said national 


treasurers during the war were 
badly supervised and carelessly 
recorded and that theft would have 
been "quite easy." , 


The committee concluded: 
"This committee is going to de- 


termine whether there was any 
misconduct." 


Japanese press comment was 


caustic and recalled the case of

Edward J. Murray, former 


U. S. custodian of the Bank of 
Japan, convicted in 1949 of taking 
nearly $85,000 wholesale value in 
diamonds from the bank's vaults. 
He contended they were a. gift. 
Murray was sentenced to 10 years 
but this was cut to five and he was 
paroled.

Sees No Food Shortage 
Despite South's Drouth 


•*' WASHINGTON-CAP)— Plentiful 


supplies of food appear to be in- 
store during the year ahead de- 
spite last month's crop damaging 
drought in the South and North- 
east. 


In its latest measurement of 


production prospects, the Agricul- 
ture department predicted Mon- 
day that the combined volume of 


• all crops this year will be larger 


•*ihan in any year except 1948 and 


1949. 


Output Uneven 


Although the Indicated output is 


larger than last year, it will be 
less evenly distributed because of 
heavy losses-particularly in feed 
supplies for meat and dairy ani- 
mals—in Southern states. 


The latter area will need to ship 


in more feed thnn usual if it is 
to avert a serious setback in the 


if pi ofluctlon ft 
meat, dairy and 


poultry products. 


Elsewhere, there appears to be 


sufficient corn, oats, hay and other 
feed materials to foster a further 
expansion in production of beef, 
pork, milk, eggs and poultry. 


The nation is harvesting its sec- 


ond largest-wheat crops of record- 
a crop far in excess of expected 
needs. 


Potatoes 'Short 


Only in the case of potatoes and 


sweet potatoes ar« supplies likely 
to become tight before new crops 
are harvested in 1953. 


Production (of corn, all wheat, 


cotton, soybeans, tobacco, sugar- 
cane, hops, grapes, cherries -and 
plums will be larger than average. 


Below average crops include oats 


barley, rye, flaxseed,. sorghum 
grain, hay, .dry beans, peanuts, 
potatoes, sweet 'potatoes, 
sugar 


beets, and most fruits. But no 
pinches in consumer supplies of 
these crops and their byproducts 
are indicated.

nfestation is making variable pro- 
gress, according to G. C. Decker, 
state entomologist. 


The moths are in flight through- 


out the state, Decker reports, but 
infestation depends on 
weather 


conditions which vary from drougth 
in the South to an excess or ram in 
the extreme North. 


Here is Decker's weekly corn 


oorer report, issued by the Illinois 
Natural History survey and the 
University of Illinois: 


"Southern Illinois: 
Drought is helping to hold the 


infestation in check in this area. 
The second generation is practic- 
ally complete; with considerable 
pupation and some new emergence 
reported at East St. Louis. 


"Northern Illinois: 
Pupation is nearing completion 


and a. moderate prolonged moth 
flight is indicated. Egg laying for 
the second 
generation is under- 


way." 


Decker also reported that the 


corn earworm is in the third gen- 
eration in Southern. Illinois and 
will present a continous problem 
the remainder of the season in the 
East St. Louis area. 


"Newly 
hatched 
earworms," 


Decker said, "are easily found on 
fresh silks in Central Illinois. 
The moths are now laying eggs in 
Northern Illinois where 
infesta> 


lions may be expected to get pro> 
gressively worse. 


Decker added that the Hessian 


fly population is "'light to moder 
ate over most of the state, but 
moderately heavy to heavy in an 
area centered around Bond county 
and extending for 50 to 75 miles 
in all directions.

This group of rich men includes China-Boy Luce, 
Clare's little husband; Marshall Field, who ran a Marxian paper, in 
New York at great expense to the. taxpayers through the deduction of 
tiis losses from taxable income: Harriman; Nelson Rockefeller and 
John Hay Whitney. Miss Kellems deserved the nomination so she 
announced that she would file as an independent and beat both Pur 
tell and Benton.

are nominal or technical resi- 
dents of Connecticut. They have 
a country place away from it all 
between Ridgefield and Danbury. 
Benton lives in New York and 
Phoenix, Ariz., but keeps a tech 
nical residence in Connecticut for 
political purposes. 


Miss Kellems lives in Mystic 


where she runs a factory. She 
spends an 
occasional night in 


New York waging her television 
crusade to organize the women ol 
the country in a rebillion against 
inequalities, 
economic 
heresies, 


Marxian principles and unconsti- 
tutional provisions in the federal 
tax laws. She has a subscribed 
following of about 100,000 women 
in the country ,at large known as 
The Libertyy Belles. 
In Chicago, 


although Vivien was not even 
given a Hcket to the Republican 
convention, she whipped up an 
impromptu organizational

ing of the Liberty Belles and drew 
800 women and men. She is con< 
stantly on the go, making Repub- 
lican speeches.

Bridge Error May Be Very Costly 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


What should you do third hand, 


with ace-jack-ten of a suit over 
dummy's king-x-x? It is usually 
wise to finesse the ten, but circum- 
stances certainly do alter cases. 


In today's hand East made the 


mistake of finessing the ten of 
clubs at the first trick. He lived 
to regret it. 


Declarer won with the queen of 


clubs, drew trumps with the ace 
and king, and then led his single- 
ton diamond towards dummy. 


West made the fine play of a 


low diamond, and dummy won 
with the king. South ruffed a dia- 
mond high and led a. spade to- 
wards the dummy. 
When West 


played low, dummy ducked also, 
and East won with the jack. East 
could cash the ace of spades, but 
then had to return his last dia- 
mond. 


Instead of ruffing, South threw 


his last spade. West had to trfke 
the ace of diamonds, and could 
then do nothing to defeat the con- 
tract. When West tried to cash 
the king of spades, South ruffed 
and entered dummy with a trump 
in order to take a discard on the 
queen 
of 
diamonds. 
Declarer 


therefore succeeded in making six 
trump tricks, two diamonds, and a 
club. 


East should have realized that 


his partner's energetic bidding of 
both spades and diamonds with 
very weak suits could only mean

tThe panel summaries indicated 
t£e exact shortage of trained peo- 
ple, including physicians and sur- 
geons, depends upon how U. S. 
medical care is "organized." 
•^Proposing a plan for doing this 
is one purpose of the commission. 
President Truman appointed its 
members last December. He has 


been plugging for a national com- 
pulsory health insurance plan. The' 
commission was told to study the 
facts and 'present a program for 
"safeguarding and improving the 
health of the nation." 


The American Medical Associa- 


tion, opposed to what it calls "so- 
cialized medicine;" has described 
the appointment of the Truman 
commission an act of "political ex- 
pediency." 


Need More Dentists 


The panel summaries estimated 


about 3,000 dentists are being turn- 
ed out each year, but around 3,400 
are needed to maintain the propor- 
tion of dentists to total population 
at its present level. 


They also estimated thousands 


more nurses are needed each year 
than are trained and said the 
American Hospital Association has 


reported 47,000 Job vacancies In 
such field* as laboratory techni- 
cians, occupational therapy. X-ray 
technicians'and hospital adminis- 
tration. 


It was estimated that less than 


one-half of Americans seek dental 
care each year. Members of the 
dental panel agreed that "ade- 
quate" dental care is not available 
to all citizens.

City Slot Tines' Not 
Deductible From Taxes 


TRACY. Calif. — (AP) - This 


city's police judge and police, chief 
said today they see nothing wrong 
in a former city practice of regu- 
larly fining slot machine operators 
while the slots stayed in action. 


Details canie to light Monday in 


Washington when the U. S. Tax 
Court ruled'that Charles A. Clark, 
former Tracy slot machine opera- 
tor, could not deduct $32,225 in 
fines from his income for tax pur- 
poses. 


Clark told the court he used to 


have an arrangement with the city 
under which he was allowed to 
operate the illegal slots, so long 
as he paid the city $25 a month in 
fines for each machine. 


Clark made the deductions on his 


income tax returns from 
1944 


through 1946 under the heading of 
"taxes, licens'es, and permits." 


But the court, in pointing out 


that the city did not issue him a/ 
permit- for his slots and- that ther 
machines were illegal in California; 
.called the arrangement a "sham.'"

Alger Hiss Case Bobs Up 
To Plague Gov. Stevenson

WASHINGTON — (AP) — Gen. 


Eisenhower and Gov. Stevenson 
can try to keep this campaign on 
a high and impersonal plane, talk- 
ing about issues. 


But issues don't just float around 


in the air. People are attached to 
them on both sides. And, since 
people have names, names will be 
used in the campaign. 


Stevenson himself already has 


mentioned Sen. Joseph McCarthy 
as an issue because of the kind of 
anti-Communist campaign the Wis- 
consin Republican has conducted. 
Stevenson wondered out loud how 
Eisenhower 
could support 
Mc- 


Carthy. 


"Korsemeat Adlai" 


McCarthy, running for reelec- 


tion, called newsmen Monday to 
his Grindstone Lake, Wis., retreat, 
where he is recovering from ab- 
dominal surgery, and said: 


"Horsemeat Adlai should brush 


the odor of Alger Hiss off his toga 
before he advises Eisenhower." 


He referred to disclosures that 


horsemeat was sold for human con- 
sumption in Illinois during Steven- 
son's regime and to the governor's 
deposition on Hiss' character in 
the latter's perjury trial. 


Stevenson was on the receiving 


end of a dig about the Hiss matter 


at the Democratic convention dur- 
ing the polling of a state delega- 
tion. An anti-Stevenson delegate 
announced the man he was voting 
for was not a friend of Alger Hiss, 
former state department employe 
who was convicted of perjury after 
denying Whittaker Chambers' 
charge that he had been a mem- 
ber of a Communist ring in the 
government. 


Worked With Hiss 


"Stevenson had worked briefly 


with Hiss in the Agriculture Ad- 
justment Administration in the 
early New Deal days. Later he 
worked in the state department 
while Hiss was there. No one has 
offered evidence that the two men 
were friends. But when Hiss was on 
trial the first time—he was con- 
victed at his second trial—his law- 
yers asked Gov. Stevenson for a 
deposition. 


They asked him to say for the 


court record what Hiss" reputation 
had been among the people who 
worked with Hiss and Stevenson. 
Stevenson said it was, good. He 
later commended the jury verdict 
against Hiss. 


About a week ago Sen. Everett 


M. Dirksen of Illinois took a poke 
at Stevenson for having been in the 


state department when Hiss was 
there. 


Calls It Stupid 


Still later Republican Governor 


Theodore R. McKeldin of Maryland 
swiped at Stevenson for making 
the 
favorable deposition 
about 


Hiss. The most he could give Stev- 
enson credit for in that situation 
was "stupidity." 


The fact that Stevenson is di- 


vorced will probably be introduced 
into the campaign, too. So far 
Eisenhower, except for some sug- 
gestions that he is ignorant about 
domestic affairs, has escaped pret- 
ty well, but this probably won't go 
on very long.

Vodka' is a distillate from rye, 


wheat, potatoes, fruit, or ordinary- 
sugar. Its alcoholic strength is 
from 40 per cent upward. 


Prefers Vodka 


There is such a thing as a cock- 


tail, which is even called that. But 
it's popular mostly in the big 
cities and you probably couldn't 
get a peasant to drink one. He'd 
prefer vodka. 


Styles of drinking vary in dif- 


ferent countries, but the real and 
accepted way to drink vodka is 
from a small glass and all in one 
gulp. l{'s not very good form to 
sit and sip your vodka as you 
would a drink of whisky, or a 
martini or manhattan. You just 
pick it up. tilt it toward a friend 
in a toast, turn back the head, open 
the mouth and swallow. 


Drinks \Vith Food 


The Russian will hardly ever 


drink vodka without eating. It just 
sn't the thing to do. It doesn't 
have to be a meal.

U. 8.9 France Debate Plea 
For More Defense Dollars 


4, PARIS —(AP)— A ruckus has 


broken out between France and the 
United. States over OSP, which of- 
ficially means "Off-Shore Procure- 
ment" but which to American de- 
fense authorities also stands for 
"Our shopping problems." 


The tempest arose recently when 


the U.S. turned down a French re- 
quest for 625 million dollars to pay 
for arms for France, made In 


•^France. The French said it would 


bolster their industries as well as 
help them meet the military goals 
set by the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 


Study French Needs 


The U.S. looked over French 


Defense Minister Rene Pleven's 
list of military needs and offered 
to pay for 185 million dollars worth 
of French-made ammunition and 
Mystery jet fighter planes. The 


^Americans said other items on 


Pleven's list weren't high enough 
priority to justify expenditures now 
from the limited money available. 


The Franco-American disagree- 


ment is only one of many prob- 
lems arising from the complicated 
Off-Shore Procurement program 
which set Uncle Sam up as a shop- 
per for arms in Europe. OSP 
works like this: 


Basically, the United States is 


^)like a well-off housewife going out 


to buy groceries for a worthy, 
needy family down the street. 


But like riiost American hus- 


bands, congress only gives so much 
money for the shopping. And like 
a thrifty housewife, the American 
defense buyer wants to make the 
limit money go as far as possible 
and do the most good for the most 
people. 


Billion Dollars Ready 


For the fiscal year which began 


July 1, about one billion dollars 
is expected to be available for the 
off-shore buying. The American 
government will tell its shoppers— 
the procurement officers of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force—some- 
thing like this: 


"Go to the market and get me 


one million rounds of 105 mm 
ammunition, one million rounds of 
75 mm ammunition, 500 x fighter 
planes, 600 jeeps, 900 heavy trucks, 
and 300 .50 caliber machine guns. 


Unlike the American store whose 


prices are trimmed by mass pro- 
duction, mass distribution and fe- 
rocious competition, the European 
market is' shackled by preAvar 
business ideas of low production 
and high profit. So it's not easy to 
buy. 


Whether the U. S. shoppers set- 


tle for trucks in Turin or airplanes 
in Bordeaux or ships in Lorient, 
before they close the deal they 
ask: 


Is there manpower in the coun- 


tnf available to produce these 
goods? 


Are the needed materials avail- 


able?

English People Want No More 'Fighting-on the Beaches9 


BY CIIARLKS II. HARGROVE 


LONDON— (NEA)— "We shall fight on the beaches, we 


shall fight on the landing grounds, we shall fight in the fields 
and in the streets, we shall fight in the hills, we shall never 
surrender . . ." 
That classic of defiance Winston .Churchill threw at the 


triumphant German armies June 4,1940, just after they had 
overrun Western Europe, forced the English out of Dunkirk, 
and were poised for what looked like an invasion of crippled, 
faltering England itself. 
That was 12 years and a world 


war ago. Since then England sure* 
ly has suffered and continues to 
suffer almost as much as if she 
had been forced to fight the Ger- 
mans on her beaches and in her 
streets. 


The other day the same Winston 


Churcnill, again prime minister, 
still tough and doughty at times, 
but now 77 years old. made a 
characteristic 
battling 
speech 


about the perils besetting England 
from within and without. 


To which a middle-class woman 


shopper replied: "So he's after 
'fighting on the beaches' again. 
Veil, v.-e don't want any more of 
that." And comment in his own 
party as well as the Labor Party 
m-as hardly more flattering. 


Some think this may well be 


Churchill's last beach. 


The point here, is one that will 


come as a shock to many Amer- 
icans—the old fighter who led 
Britain to military victory in the 
greatest peril she ever faced is 
by no means the peacetime hero 
he was in war. 


• Britain is burdened my many 
ills at the moment and if Chur- 
chill has not caused them, which 
of course he Hasn't, he and his 
Conservative

done little to alleviate them in 
the less than a year they have 
lieen in power.

74 per cent over the pre-war level. 
At the same time her imports are 
only about 26 per cent higher. 
' Her plight becomes further ap- 
parent when it is realized that, 
with 550 people per square mile 


as compared with 50 in the United 
States, Britain grows no cotton, 
rubber, or jute, produces no oil. 
imports nearly all its copper, four- 
fifths of its wool and softwoods, 
and half its food and iron ore. 


And the experts say that with 


the one exception of coal. Britain 
has little hope of producing more 
food or raw materials.

WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


prevalence of cancer varies in dif- 
ferent countries and under differ- 
ent conditions, the 17th Interna- 
tional Georgraphical congress was 
told today. 


For example, the.delegatcs weie 


told, cancer of the lung does not 
exist in Iceland or Korea: stomach 
cancer is not as common in Eng- 
land as on the continent of Eur- 
ope: primary cancer of the liver 
is relatively more common in Afri- 
ca, Indochina, India, Malaya, In- 
dpnesia and the Philippine Islands 
than elsewhere in the world: and 
cancer of the base of the tongue 
is relatively frequent in certain 
communities in India. 


First Report 


The cancer fact's were a high- 


light of the first report of the 
"Commission on Medical Geogra- 
phy" 
of the International Geo- 


graphical Union—a commission 
which is making a world-wide sys- 
tematic study of the possible re- 
lationships between the distribution 
of diseases and the environments 
in which they develop. 


Dr. Jacques May of New York, 


director of medical studies of the 


American Geographical 
Society, 


ahcl also chairman of the Inter- 
national "Medical Geograph" Com- 
mission, said the commission's 
fivst aim is to "map" the distri- 
bution of all diseases throughout 
the' world. 


"Need to Know" 


Declaring there is a _ need to 


know "who h'as what and' where," 
he said that once such informatoin 
is pinned down on a world-wide 
basis, it may be possible to deter- 
mine why one person becomes af- 
flicted and another does not. 


He asserted that "geographical 


factors" may be paramount in the 
distribution of disease.

term Democratic nomination. 


The three candidates who were 


defeated in the preferential pri- 
mary two weeks ago appeared on 
Cherry's radio 
"Talkathon" 
to 


urge their supporters to vote for 
the country judge for governor in 
today's runoff election. 


McMath, recently endorsed by 


4^ President Truman and supported 


by both the CIO and AFL's Politi- 
cal league, said earlier last night 
in a broadcast that Cherry was 
"preparing an alibi for his coming 
defeat." 


The appearance of U. S. Rep. 


• Boyd Tackett, Ally. Gen. Ike Mur- 


ry and former Ally. Gen. Jack 
Holt on Cherry's talkathon—a mar- 
athon question and answer ses- 
sion—climaxed one of the 
most 


bitter campaigns in recent Arkan- 
sas history. 


Volcanic word battles erupted 


following the first primary, when 
Cherry received about 91,000 votes, 
allowing McMath 
only about a 


9,000-vote margin to lead the five- 
man field. 


and the steel strike— and, some 
say, politics—have a lot of people 
debating today: Will the cost of liv- 
ing skyrocket again? 


President Truman says he is 


thinking about calling Congress to 
try to take the power out of that 
skyrocket. 


At issue: 'Whether the drouth in 


some areas threatens such a price 
rise in food, and the wage-price 
hike in steel foreshadows such a 
price rise in other goods, that a 
revised controls law is needed to 
save the consumer's pocketbook. 


Most businessmen doubt it. They 


look for only a continuing mild up- 
turn in some prices, as weather 
or consumer buying habits dictate. 


Hold In Check 


And they think this upturn will 


be held well in check by the ex- 
panded ability of industry to pro- 
duce goods, should demand once 
more outrun supply. 


Officials opinions differ widely- 


and confusingly. 


Price Stabilizer Arnall says the 


drouth in the Southeast and Kew 
England could mean "disaster to 
your pocketboooks" In higher food 
prices. 


Agriculture Secretary Brannan 


says the drouth is "not serious 
enough" to raise food proces gen- 
erally. 


Other* Okay 


It is disastrous to the people in 


those areas. But Brannan means 
that other regions where most of 
the nation's food is produced are 
not affected by the drouth. Econ- 
omic Stabilizer Putnam says the 
steel price rise need not spread 
through other industries. 


He believes steel fabricators and 


distributors should each absorb a 
little of the steel price hike so 
that the ultimate buyers of things 
made of steel need not pay more. 


Businessmen tend to doubt this. 


They question whether prices can 
be "held down unless consumers 
simply won't buy a metal gadget 


if it costs more than at present. 


End of BiiBine»«? 


This could force price absorption 


by makers of products out of steel 
all right. It might also force some 
of them out of business, if higher 
material costs make them lose 
money.' ; 


A real burst of inflation, how- 


ever—a sharp upturn in the cost 
of living, already officially tagged 
as at a record high—could change 
public thinking on controls, and 
quickly. 


Controls are unpopular in many 


quarters now. Sharply 
higher 


prices would be even more un- 
popular.

Lord 
Randolph' had objected to some 
remarks allegedly made by Lord 
Harlington, but withdrew the chal- 
lenge on being assured they were 
not intended to apply to him. 


The last important duel in Brit- 


ain was fought in 1840, when Lord 
Cardigan—who afterwards com- 
manded the famous charge of the 
Light Brigade in the Crimean war 
—wounded a brother officer. Car- 
digan was tried by his fellow peers 
and-acquitted on a legal quibble.
